There 
haa Mver been^ gainer example 
of this than the case of the Boers in 
South Africa. 

Tyranta and uatirpers, therefore, 
ba^e always taken care to disarm 
the people. And the Engliah did 
the same thing in South Africa in 
subduing what was left of the 
30,000 peaceable Dutch fanners— 
a little armed nation that had 
learned bow to shoot straight. 

Whenever one nation or one 
class comce under the yoke of 
another, the conquered nation or 
conquered class is always disarmed, 
and rendered non-combatant. 


neat mass of people for the 
benefit of a few moneybags. 

In those days (1783^9) there 
was no more a plutocracy than a 
>prolet.ariat in this oountiy. Con¬ 
ditions were then entirely different. 

But, although the fathers of our 
republic took such pains to create 
a “nation in arms,” yet today 
there is scarcely any other .folk in 
the world (except probably the 
Chines*' or Uus^inns) so completeb' 
diaarmed, so totally trithout weap¬ 
on.*. as the mass of the .\merican 
workmen. 

In Germany and France almost 
every j^man. is a soldier, almost 
eveiy man is thus at one time of his 
life an armed man. 

This imprints a certain'stamp on 
the people. 


To those who are afraid to triist 
the people with firearms, the ex¬ 
ample of Switserland proves must 
clearly that a i^cral nrnting of 
people wu\;ld by no means result 
in a “ revdution. ” 

In Switserland everx- citizen is 
a soldier and owns his own w'ca|>oii 
and kcejis it in his liohic. The 
government teaches .the people 
the osc of arras for reasons of state. 

And although the .Swis.* work¬ 
ingmen are by no means better 
situated materially than their 
.\merifan brothers, and although 
the i^'iss bourgeoisie sometimes 
carries oh regular baiting against 
labor agitators, we hear nothing 
of revolutions or dangerous in- 
surrectioX* in Switr.crlan<}. 

There is a great deal lc.ss rioting 
in Switzerland than either in 


.4therica or in Russia, where the 
people are totally disarmrsl.

The aim of every normal man and woman is an old age free from care and want. To that end inodt 
of them toil patiently and live closely, seeking to save something against the day when they can earn no 
more. And yet the same fate awmts the overwhelming mass of them. In the life of the toiler there are 
weeks, and sometimes months, of mforc^ idleness, weelu of unavoidable illness, losses from cheating and 
swindling, and then, as age creeps on; from ateut his forty-fifth year, a constantly declining capacity to 
earn, until at 55 or 60 he finds himself helpless and destitute. There is hardly a more pitiful tragedy than 
the lot of the toiler who has struggled all bis life to gain a competence and who at 60 years faces the poor- 
house. 

Everybody in America readily understands why soldiers are entitled to pensions. It is because sol¬ 
diers render service on the field of battle, which is considered dangerous to life and limb. But very few 
people realize that the number of wage earners killed and maimed every year on the railroads, in the mines, 
factories, and other industries in our country, is approximately equal to the number of soldiers killed and 
wounded in any one year of our great civH war, with all its terrible battles. , 

Moreover, there are any number of occupational diseases which are the natural result of certain 
kinds of necessary work, but which make total or partial invalids of hundreds of thousands ofSrage earners. 

The work of the soldier of industry is infinitely more necessary than the bloody work of the soldier 
on the battle field. Most of the labor performed must be performed every day and every hour, or our 
civilization would stop. 

The old-age pension bill which I have introduced in congress is therefore a measure of simple justice.

He 
said h* never was addicted to the use of Intoxi¬ 
cants and was always ready to work, but was 
arrested, jailed, made to break rock with a ball 
and chain about bis limbs and treated like a 
hardened criminal In at least five states, not 
because be had violated any law, but becau»> 
he was shabbily dreaaed. was pour and out of 
money and a stranger. And here, as we pass, 
let the writer say that not only are tbe vagrancy 
laws of every state In the Union a damning dis¬ 
grace to an enlightened people, but they conflict 
with the constitution of the United States. 
That instrument provide* that no person shall 
be convicted and puniabed for an alleged viola¬ 
tion of law without being given an impartial 
and fair trial In a court of Justice. That law la ! 
a dead letter In every atete of this supposedly 
free country, for everywhere constables of a 
country cross-roads or policemen of town or 
city esn, on his own motion, act a* sheriff, judge. 
Jury and Jailer and throw a poor man Into prison 
or set hfro to breaking rock without the action 
of any court. 

What can a poor man out of eroploymenit do? 
If no one employs him he is forced In a short time 
to take to the highways and become a mendicant 
or thief, or sleep In f^ncr comers, under bridges 
or in box ears. "Tramps" are homeless, friend¬ 
less. snd some become discouregod and lose their 
ssif-respect. They are unshaven, ragged and 
dejected. They are hungry, bat If they ask. 
for a crust to aat they are arrested at vagrants: 
If they are fatigued or lU and lie down to rest or 
sleep at the roadaide. or park, or vaewnt let. 
they are dragged to Jail and compelled to wear 
a ball and chain about their ankles and subsist 
on bread snd water, and sleep on the bare floor. 

.\t tbe end of their imprisonment they are 
turned loose snd ordered to get oat of town; 
snd all this without any court Investigation by 
Judge or Jury In moat oases. 

Is this a ctrUlxatlon worthy of tha name? 
.\re we better than Russia? Are we aa goo^l as 
the Japanese or Ohlnese. wko are suppoeed to 
be pagans, but who treat the poor strangar wHh 
kindness? About S.OOO years ago the founder 
of Ohristtanlty aald.
